thoſe that do. But 1 can fell them News do but

Theſe Words were not ſpoken only to Biſhops, but to 
all; and the Writ that we are call'd up by, is to deal in 
Matters of Religion, ſo that our Commi on both from 
God and our Prince is to deal in God's Cauſes ; therefore 
the receiving ſuch Meflages in good Part muſt offend 
God; and is à Breach of the Liberties of this Honourable 
Counſel; for it is not the ſame Thing to ſay, Sits, you 
mall not deal in ſuch Matters, and ſo as good to have Fools 
and Flatterers in this Houſe, as Men of Wiſdom, and up- 
right Hearts.

Speaker, to maintain Freedom of Conſultation, and F ree- 
— of Speech in this Houſe: for by this good Laws are 
made.

Then I adviſe you all here pre- 
ſent, to hate all Tale-bearers,'' Meſſengers,' or any other

I ſpeak this in Charity, Mr. Speaker, for it is better that 
one ſhould be hang'd, than this noble Realm be deſtroyed. 
Well, I pray God to forgive all the Enemies of our State, 
and to forgive us for holding our Peace, when an Inj 
has been offered to this honourable Aſſembly; I hope 
from henceforward we ſhall ſhew ourſelves neither Daſ- 
tards nor Baſtards therein, but as rightly begutten Chil- 
dren of the State, we may boldly reprove all Enemies of 
the Prince, and of the 8 for theſe are the Marks 
we ought only in this Place to ſhoot at. 

I AM thus earneſt, I take God to witneſs, out of * 
to my Prince, and Love to the Commonwealth, and alſo 
for the Advancement of Juſtice ; for Juſtice (faith an an-
